The problem of flying has been solved, it 
is clairned, by a rich ecientist in Berlin, 
Octo Lilienthal, who, nadismayed by the

| him in the same line of effort, has experi- 


| mented until he can now claim, apparently 
| with some reason, to have achieved suc- 
| cess. 

The Lillientha! theory is that birds do 
not exercise great power in flying, but keep 
afloat in the air by the particular way in 
| which they manipulate their wings. Rea- 
| soning upon these lines,a flying machine has 
been constructed upon a variety of angles, 
designed to catch the air in whatever di- 
rection it may come, or from whatever 
quarter. 

The affair is built in almost 
itation of the wings of a bat; the wings 
are covered with light sheeting, and when 
spread they have a circumference of 2) 
sjuareyards, The entire apparatus weighs 
$0 pounda, 

Lilienthal becan his trials with the new 
I lying machine from the summit of a turret 
| which rises {0 feet from the ground. Ad-

Repeating his experiments for several 
days, he eventually reached such perfec- 
| tion that he was able to stand still in the 
air, without moving the wings. He also 
travelled in circles, steering himself bya 
|semi-circular attachment, doing the same 
duty as a rudder ag that done by the tail of 
a bird. 

To a moderate degree Mr. Lillienthal 
appears now to have accomplished the 
| aerial movements of the bird, and it only 
'remains to be seen whether he can suffi- 
ciently perfect his system to rise to great 
| heights, or to remain aloft with the same 
endurance as do the creatures designed by 
| hature for that purpose.
